LONDON,’ Dec. 11.—With the support 
of Lord Oxford and Asquith and of Philip 
Snowden, Chahcellor’of the Exchequer 
under the Labor Government, the new 
health. society founded by Sir Arbuth- 
not-Lane, who recently returned from 
the United States, was launched today 
tat a. buncheon given by the . Aldwych 
Club, the leading association of adver- 
tising men of London, which has pledged 
to assist the séciety in making the laws 
of health widely* known. 

Lord Oxford began his speech by con- 
fessing that he had been on mere bow- 
ing terms with doctors “for thore than 
seventy years.'’ 

There has been, he said, a great ad- 
vance in the reduction of mortality from 
epidemics of diseases, “but /this he 
thought due less to advances in the 
therapeutic art than to better social 
conditions. ' He declared that great 
progress was noticeable, not so much’ in 
the curing of ills as in the keeping of 
people well. He gave statistics of loss 
in Great. Britain through preventable 
“diseases. It reckoned $60,000,000 spent 
annually for sickness benefits, and 23,- 

000 weeks\of workers’ time ‘and $250, - 
000,000 of wages lost. . 

“These diseases,’’ he said, “are not.the 
product of nature, but ot civilization, 
and the result. of our ignorance A 
cartlessness. Nany of-.them are due 
our faulty habits and feeding, for w: : 
malnutrition from an insufficiency of 
food is, happily,.on the wane, many 
children and adults suffer from malnu- 





trition from. wrong feeding. Yet, in no 
part of the field of research has there 
been so much advance as in the matter 
of food. Dietetic works twenty years 
old are now practically obsolete.’

One proposal is that the Colorado Riv- 
ey, Mississipi River and St, Lawrence 


and a drive made for ‘this extensive 
development. President Coolidge holds 
that the projects do-not lend themselves 
to such ‘treatment, 

As.to the Great Lakes and St. Law- 
rence River projects, involving an ex- 
nenditure of vast sums, nothing can be 
done by the United States __ alene. 
Treaty arrangements must. be made 
with Canada, and no satisfactory basis 
has ' been reached -between the two 
countries as #o treaty agreements, 

The Mississippi River project is being 
earried on satisfactorily at present, the 





Mr. Coolidge stands on his message 
dealing with waterways: He. wants 
some agency created to;devise plans and 
work out agreements ‘with States and 
municipalities.

SAYS LOCARNO FAILS

Dr. C. H. Herty Tells Chemists 
German Economic System and 
Oars Are Opposed. 


While the Locarno treaties ‘may have 
far-reaching effects in international! poli- 
tics, they have as yet had little influence 
in trade, declared Dr. Charles H. Herty, 
President of the Synthetic Organic Chem- 
ical Manufacturers’ Association, at the 
annual meeting of that organization yes- 
terday at the Hotel Commodore.

When France's ‘‘grand old man” spent 
lonesome days in his cabin on the’ Ven- 
dée shores penning his latest book, was 
he simply writing a historical study? 
That is the question Paris is asking, 





to spend so much effort on such a “ary 
undertaking. 

‘The answer to the Paris question is 
probably negative, It is seobais that 
the ‘““Tiger’’ considered himself writing 
his own story and the story of France of 
his time. It is easy to guess that in 
the patriot Demosthenes and all that 
he stood for the ‘‘Tiger’’ saw the shad- 
ow of himself or his principles, and in 
“Bschine’ and his master, Phocion, de- 
featists before the Macedonian peril, he 
saw’ the leaders of France today yield- 
ing here and yielding there in the name 
of peace.

Invites Comparison With Athens. 


He then adds; 

“Delve into your memories, protag- 
onists of an ideal spoken rather than 
lived. Pronounce sentence on yourself. 
Yours was indulgent and inconstant. 
After the hemlock came the day for 
Statues, as well for Demosthenes as for 
Phocion, his eternal contradictor. Ah! 
Now you pay attention. It is the inde- 
fatigable speaker whose image I invoke, 
the man who was above all a good sol- 
dier of his country. ‘He tried to raise 
you by the energy of his soul and his 
will, which would“have placed you in 
the foremost rank of human annals. 
Born for great things, you could only 
conceive them, only try them, never 
realize them. I have just consulted sor- 
rowful tables of your grandeurs, your 
miseries, to find a lesson for those whom 
fatalities have engaged, as you were en- 

gaged, in the higher realms of humani- 
tarian idealism. Can I, in the Champs 
Elysées, awake your remorse? Can the 
history of other times really teach us to 
discipline our own life?

Clemenceau Betrays Disappointment. 


Who cannot see in this old man’s 
rancor that his peace plans were not 
adopted in Paris?

“Demosthenes, the professional orator, 
flattering the crowds and leading the 
strong, had lived in the esteem of those 
who turned him over to the soldiers of 
Antipater.

Calumny and death were rewards 
at which brave hearts are .not so feeble 
as to be astonished, ~ . 

“Coalitions of cowardices, which open- 
ly opposed Demosthenes after having 
flouted Phocton, swung public sentiment 
‘by, the hazards of opportunist emotion. 
It ‘is\an evil of democracies that they 
are more respondent to sedudctive for- 
mulas than to fixed realties. The inde- 
pendence of Athens meant continued ef- 
fort. Athens lacked only permanence 
of will.” 

In the story of the fight Demos- 
thenes made to save the ‘Athenians from 
themselves one can see much more than 
a subconscious effort ‘on the part of 
the “Tiger’: to tell ‘the French ‘people 
that they should have listened to him. 
Hy continent: 

“Even the gods let themselves be en- 
listed against Demosthenes. Against 
gods themselves he fought while his 
strength lasted.’’ 

In the next instalment Clemenceau 
will tell’ how the Athenian defeatists, 
some of whom were in the pay of Philip 
of Macedonia, lulled the Athenians into 
lassitude and unpreparedness.

A bigger, stronger and greatly improv- 
ed Paul Berlenbach retained his world’s 
light heavyweight title last night against 
the aggressions of Jack Delaney, 
Bridgeport challenger, in a desperate 
fifteen-round bout, in Madison Square 
Garden before a crowd of 20,000 fight 
fans, the largest and most representa- 
tive gathering ever to witness an indoor 
fight in this country. 

Judges Charles F. Mathison and Har- 
old Barnes, with, Referee Eddie Purdy, 
voted the decision to Berlenbach at. the 
ena of the fifteenth round of a spectacu- 
lar, sensational battle which held every 
known thrill for the huge gathering 
which witnessed it. How the bout of- 
ficlals voted, under the rules, will not 
be known until today. But they could 
have voted unanimously, for Berlen- 
bach clearly and convincingly demon- 
strated that he was Delaney’s cece 
last night. 

Delaney’s desgructive right hand, the 
blow with which he battered Berlenbach 
down in the fourth round of their mem- 
orable battle of March 14, 1924, in the 
old Garden, was ever present, a chill- 
inspiring thréat: “ Tt lanted™in® thé ‘same 
fourth round, and for a few fleeting 
moments Berlenbach’s title hung in the 
balance as he went down for a count of 
three and arose, groggy and helpless, 
only to go down again without being hit. 


Champion Regains Poise. 


’ But a stronger Berlenbach took that 
terrific, bone-crushing right on tHe chin 
and a stronger Berlenbach recuperated 
fromthe effects of the punch against: a 
weaker Delaney. Getting past that dan- 
gerous fourth round, Berlenbach recov- 
éred gradually and rallied strongly. He 
took subsequent rights on the jaw from 
Delaney and didn’t budge. 

On the contrary, he kept tearing in 
headlong at Delaney with an awkward 
attack whose very awkwardness makes 
it the best possible combination of at- 
tack and defense for a lad of Berlen- 
bach’s tremendous physical power.

The challenger let fly with three 
righte to the jaw and with as many 
rights the challenger missed. A right 
hand and a left hand uppercut to ad 
chin at close quarters split Berlenbach' 
lower lip and he was bleeding fretly.. 
But before the bell Berlenbach had_ re- 
covered to the extent of being able to 
exchange lefts to the face with Delaney 
and the challenger’s chance ‘went a 
glimmering. 

His knockdown was the cause of con- 
siderable discussion during the remain- 
der of the bout and afterwards. Many 
maintained that Berlenbach, in arising 
and going down without being ; struck, 
was automatically disqualified.’ Patsy 
Haley, who last night held the watch on 
the knockdowns, explained, however, 
— Berlenbach violated no rule in going 

down before being hit. 

Haley declared that the rule covering 
this occurrence provides only that when 
a boxer who is floored, regains his feet 
and then goes down from the effects of 
the knockdown blow without again bein ng 
struck, the count be resumed where 
was interrupted by the boxer’s arising. 
In this case, when Berlenbach went 
down the second time Haley picked up 
the count at “four” and at “five’’ Ber- 
lenbach again was erect. 

Delaney Also Takes Fifth. 

Through the first round Delaney was 
the master. He carefully outboxed the 
champion, always with his right poised, 
Waiting for an opening. Berlenbach was 
jJabbed, hooked and cuffed to a. con- 
siderable extent through the fifth ses- 
sion, but he was careful not to leave an 
opening. 

In the sixth round Berlenbach pounded 
his way to the honors, and as the fight 
progressed thereafter he-became stronger. 

A division of the rounds gives each 
boxer six and three even, so that if the 
commission's round scoring method of 
deciding bouts was applied here the de- 
cision must be a draw. ut there is no 
sainsaying that Berlenbach accomplished 
more in one of his rounds than Delaney 
did in two of his. 

On the verge of a knockout ‘himself, 
the champion came through like a real 
champion and had Delaney ‘on the floor 
in the twelfth from a left hock to the 


weary in the thirteenth, fourteenth and 
fifteenth rounds. 

Each boxer bore the marks of the 
battle leaving the ring. Berleni ach‘'s 
right eye was badly puffed from De- 
laney’s hish left hooks and straignt 
jabs, and the champion was blood 
flecked from the crimson which flowed 
from his split lower lip.

Berlenbach won the sixth round, the 
tenth, twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth 
and fifteenth sessions.

Advises That Public Interest Can- 
not Be Killed—Thinks Situation 
Will Find Own Solution. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. Hl ®)— 
Without a panacea, but believing: that‘ 
some way will be found to end what it 
calls ‘‘championship hysteria,’’ The Yale 
Alumni Weekly today discusses the.col- 
lege and professional football situation 
and what it terms the “reaction from 
the interesting effort that The Harvard 
Crimson made to. get support ' for a 
movement to eut down emphasis on 
football.” 

The Weekly expresses the belief that 
interest of the American public in foot- 
ball was this year “In a healthy condi- 
tion.”” It says:

F 
Secretary MELLON’s statement of the 
Treasuty plan for paying the private 
{war claims of ‘American citizens 
against Germany bristles with difficul- 
ties and unanswered questions.

STUDENT MILITARY TRAINING, 

While the reasons for the decision 
which the Faculty of) the College of 
the City of New York reached in the 
matter of compulsory military drill are 
not given, it is certain that ‘all’ the 
factors in the vexatious problend were 
considered.

These ex- 
tend over two years and are opt'onal 
through the later years, The student 
vote was overwhelmingly against the 
maintenance of such courses as 2m- 
pulsory. ‘But doubtless the students 
who opposed compulsory drill are not 
with any better reason to be thought 
unpatriotic than the students at cer- 
tain, great vniversities are to be. con- 
sidered irreligious because the~ desire 
to abolish compulsory chapel .atten- 
dance, Nor are the members of the 
Faculty who voted for the continuance 


of the drill to. be thought of as sanc- 
tioning what is brutal or sanguinary.

HARTFORD, -Conn., Dec. 11. (%).— 
That the Assyrian tongue is one of the 
oldest in history is patently of no in- 
terest -whatsoever to a” local concern 
which is-attempting to Cispose of a 
linotype machine with keyboard in that 
language, which it acquired- as ‘partial 
paymeént on a bill.owed the company 
by the former owner of the linotype. 

Moré interested in the future sale of 
the machine, thought to be the only one 
of its kind in the United States, is its 
operator, As he does not khow how 
to operate any other linotype, his fu- 
ture depends on a-~quick sale, he said. 

It was first ‘thought that. Assyrian 
printing might be established here, but 
the company later decided this would 
be impossible. ‘As pointed out by a 
mémber of the: firm now holding the 
linot¥pe, there is not enough of this 
type of work to be done. Then, he said, 
as far as can be determined, no proof- 
teaders are .obtainable here and only
